Was Delay Planned? 
Though there is no official confirma 
tion of the statement it is said the 
passage of- the New Hampshire has 
been a slow one purposedly to give 
the Mexican government opportunity 
to digest the situation. The best ship 
could have made the passage in twen 
ty-six hours and reach Vera Cruz yes 
terday afternoon. 
There are however 
some physical obstacles which

Mexico City until Monday.

LETTERS OF WAGNER 


HAVE COME TO LIGHT 


All Were Written to His Wine Dealers 


—Rhine Vineyards Seriousily 


Endangered. 


[BY ASSOCIATED I'HES.S.] 


Berlin. August,—rEleven 'hitherto un- 
published letters of Richard Wagner 
Have come to light in connection with 
the Wagner Memorial Exhibit, now 
being held in 'the municipal museum 
of history at L»eipsic. All were writ- 
ten by Jue famous composer between 
1854 
and 1871 to his 
wine dealers. 
They s'how that he liked good wine, 
and that (sometimes he had trouble 
in paying 
tor it. The 
first 
letter, 
wriiten in Munich in November, 1864, 
is typical of all. He addresses the 
dealer as "most honored sir," thanks 
him for the last shipment and con- 
tinues: 


"I beg you to renew as soon as pos- 
sible -my supply by a considerable con- 
signment of half bottles of the table 
wine. From CO to 100 bottle of each 
variety would about meet my needs. 
Regarding payment will you. have the 
kindness to state 
your wishes.. 
In 
general it best suits my financial cir- 
cumstances to make a large payment 
on a. fixed day, this is easier than to 
make smaller payments at indefinite 
periods. You need have 
no uneasi- 
ness if the reckoning climbs a bit, 
since the peculiar character of my in- 
come makes it easy for me to have a 
targe.sum at my disposal at one time." 
In June, 186V, Wagner ordered 100 
bottles of red and the same amount 
of white wine, and in November 
of 
the same year another suply, but this 
time in casks, since he was in Lucerne 
where "wine in bottles is made~un- 
thinkably dear by the cantonal tariff." 
, In October, 1869, Wagner wrote to 
bis "most honored sir and friend" 
begging more time on an 
account. 
The following April he again made ex- 
cusea;.for failure to pay; and in Octo- 
ber he was again forced to ask for an 
extension. 


The firm evidently~granted the re- 
quest, t'pr Wagner wrote in January, 
1871, from Lucerne, expressing 
his 
thanks and continuing naively: 
"In order to maintain our business 
connections, 1 wish you would send 
me a cask (about 45 gallons) of the 
wine which I drink so regularly" 
This is the last of the eleven letters 
Whether the great composer finally 
paid the bill does not appear. 


Grape Crop Threatened. 


A number of chilly, wet days have 
brought dismay to the vineyards along 
the Rhine, and the wine prospects, 
fairly good a week ago, have almost 
over night become extremely bad. The 
weather'is favorable to the growth ot 
the perpn'o'spora, a deadly disease ot 
the vine, and in some sections a third 
ot the grapes are reported to 
have 


fallen from the vines. Another year 
like 1906 is feared when 'hundreds of 
vine growers were utterly ruined.

engaged in the business of moulding 
public opinion. 
The little audience 


with which we come in contact, is 
confined to the few people we meet, 
and the home circle where we are 
tolerated, for tolerated seems to be 
the word, which fits us, on many oc- 
casions. 


There are homes and homes, and 


the study o,f these little precincts, 
where the most sacred relations of 
life exist, is always an interesting 
study. 
The girl 
who married us, 


back in the years, thought she knew 
us, but she didn't, and our knowledge 
was equally superficial. 
- The 
word of the 
parson, which 


made us one, established the home 
in form, but not in fact. Like char- 
acter, the building of-a home is the 
-work of time. 
The honeymoon dis- 


closes the fact that what we thought 
was love, was only sentiment. And 
then there dawns upon us the serious 
proposition that the building of a 
home, worthy of the name, is a work 
of sacrifice. 


Sentiment lies so near the surface 


that it is short-lived and very fickle, 
but the love, which makes a home 
possible, is destitute 
of courtship 


sentiment, with but little of the emo- 
tional about it. 


The boy finds that it was easier to 


save a ""Jew . dollars to give his beft 
,girl a good time, than to make a few 
sacrifices .for the same girl, after she 
becomes his wife, and her society, of 
which he -never wearied, sometimes 
becomes irksome, under the strain of 
continued contact. 


. The first few years of home-build- 
tag is the testing /period, and after 
the children come 'along, to cement 
the compact, the father and mother 
either become one in fact, as the good 
1/ord intended they should, or drift 
apart, 'as is too often the case. 


We accuse our children sometimes. 


of being selfish and thoughtless, but 
there is no selfishness which com- 
pares with the spirit which prevails 
in some '.homes, where the father and,i 
mother-are but of harmony. 


The word of biting sarcasm, which 


is often heard, and the feeling of un- 
rest, so -often apparent, have taken 
the place of the expressions of en- 
dearment ,and the disposition of hap- 
py content. 


The girl who gives up her care-free 


existence to become a wife and moth- 
er, seldom .realizes that, she is enter- 
ing upon a life of sacrifice of which 
she never dreamed, and the boy who 
takes her as a life companion, has no 
conception o£ the new responsibili- 
ties which will come to him. 


Out of this kind of 
ignorance, 


homes are founded, and it is only 
surprising that more of them are nat 
failures.

thoughtful act that a man has to be!- 
stow, belongs to the home seven days 
of the week, and the brightest smile 
and warmest greeting belongs to the 
man who contributes to the support 
of such a home. 


When we get through reforming 


the universe and regulating every- 
thing in sight, it might pay some of 
us to consider the problem of the 
home and our relatipn to it. 


That sounds like a. dream, 
"Get the "dough," is his imdying 
creed.

For example, 


when we speak of an adulterer or a 
drunkard, we associate with him the 
name of "sinner," .but when .we speak 
of an outwardly moral roan who nev- 
ertheless acknowledges no allegiance 
to the' God of the Bible, we think of 
him as "ungodly." The latter is un- 
concerned about his personal salva- 
tion, liivin'g an honest life as the 
world goes, he believes he will fare 
well enough at the last. He would 
not deny the existence of God and a 
future life.ibut he has-no particular 
or transforming Ideas about either.

a solution of the fuel problem will 
-have been found that will prevent the 
•price"from attaining a point where Its 
use will be prohibitive to the man 
who can afford to buy a car. Gaso- 
line at SO cents a. gallon will bring 
about an insistent demand for 
an 


economical machine, but I doubt if a 
price even higher than this can shake 
the popularity of what has proven it- 
self to be one of the most valuable 
Utilities of every-day life. 
There is 


bou'nd to''corns ;a .J:time when 
the 


domestic and export, to absorb new 
machines, approaches saturation and 
production will have to accommodate 
Itself to that condition, but I doubt if 
the rising cost of fuel will hasten that 
particularly. 


The prevalence of the self-starter 


. will make finer carbureter adjustment

Economy in the Kitchen. 
We are slowly 
learning that tlu> 
French and Italian soup as used by 
people of moderate means is a meal 
in itself. 
Our people 
of the 
same 
income think of soup' as a mixture 
of bones 
or cheap cuts 
of 
meat, 
plenty of water and 
a little 
salt, 
Uoiled quickly on a hot fire, strained 
and-served. 
No .wonder that many 
people call it 
dishwater and refuse 
to eat it. 
The soup of France and Italy is 
made with very 
little meat, 
very 
slow cooking and a large number of 
other ingredients used 
\wlth 
.that 
kind of intelligence 
that might be 
termed . a "loving" 
interest. 
When 
•we"seaBOii-"a~"6oap, we are apt"t.T 
think that if one bay leaf is good. 
two will be better; if one carrot is 
desirable, two will be more so. We 
have yet to 
realize 
that 
serious 
thought should 
be given to the in- 
gredients so that no one flavor wih 
be especially prominent and so that 
the combination will give the largest 
amount of nourishment 
in 
propor- 
tion to the expense. 
Some sort of meat is essential un- 
less we use rice, barley or tapioca; 
also a variety of herbs in very small 
quantities and a variety of vegeta- 
bles cut fine. These are the essen- 
tial characteristics of the soup, vary- 
ing with every day according to what 
the market 
affords and 
what 
tho 
pantry provides of leftovers. 
In 
wealthy 
.families 
'where an 
abundant meal is served 
in addition 
to the soup, the 
cereal and vegeta- 
bles are strained out; in more mod- 
est families they are left in for the 


sake of economy and nourishment, 
for this thick soup, with bread and 
cheese or macaroni and cheese, and 
a bit of fruit 
or jam, give the chil- 
dren an 
abundant 
meal. 
We use 
cheese less than in Europe, largely 
because in addition to a heavy meal, 
as we generally serve it, we find it 
indigestible. 
As an important part 


of the meal, most of us could eat it 
with impunity. 


Cheese Better Than Meat. 
The Swiss cheese 
of Gruyere, is 
almost as cheap in any of our large 
importing centers as in Italy, -where 
it is a stap.e article of diet among 
quite poor people, though here 
we 
consider 
it 
a 
luxury. 
Parmesan 
cheese, which lends itself better than 
any other 
combinations with maca- 
roni, or sprinkled in 
a soup' . that 
is not otherwise 
quite 
nourishing 
enough, is also very dear in Francy 
and Italy, but is considered to give 
better results for the 
money 
than 
meat. 
It is just as easily obtained 
here in the United States, but rarely 
used except -by the -wealthy 
. It will not be easy for us to realize 
without long practice how t.o use to 
advantage such a soup as I have de- 
scribed. 
One argument against mak- 
ing it a feature of the meal is that 
we are cultivating very generally a 
fad for much chewing as a means of 
stimulating the digestive 
juices and 
thus aiding assimilation. But other 
articles can be added 
to the 
meal 
that will require chewing, and thus 
the effect of 
the soft 
character of 


the soup will be .offset. 
The desired result 
is'obtained in 
Europe by serving dry 
bread 
with 


the meal, without butter, 
which 
ls> 
never served 
at dinner and 
many 
times not even at luncheon. At firsi 
it is hard to get used to it, but in a 
little while it is not missed, as suf- 
ficient fat is supplied in the cooking, 
and the bread ond rolls are so deli- 
cious they need no additions to make 
them edible.

To live long and to remain well and 


active IB the object of every normal 
man or woman. Aa old age comes on, 
nature loses the inclination for exer- 
cise, but unfortunately she does not 
deprive 'us' of the desire to eat. Our 
eating should adapt itself to our ac- 
tivities, and thus by aisteminous liv- 
ing we could do away with many of 
the diseases subject to old age. From 
twenty to forty the vital organs are 
young and respond to demands with- 
out apparent difficulty, but at sixty 
the stomach and liver are beginning 
to resent over -work, the exercise, life 
In the open air and work of earlier 
years are missed and the body feels 
the strain. 


The result of over-eating develops 


fat and superfluous material, which 
clogs the system and chokes the vital 
organs, and we find ourselves with 
rheumatism, gout, indigestion, hard- 
ening of the arteries and various oth- 
er serious troubles.

foods should be partaken, of sparingly, J 
as their need is past, though for va-

riety It is well to keep them in the 
diet. Meat should be eaten but once 
a day.

and private uses. The total cost of the 
operating epenses of the department 
was $17,643.6. The. difference allowed 
a gross earning of $38,147.65 .from 
which the deductions 
for interest 
ware made, giving the net gain for the 
year. 
The greatest earnings of the depart- 
ment were from commerical 
sales, 


$32,005.75 being realized 
from this 
source; $2,139 '-was realized 
from, in- 
dustrial sales and from municipal hy- 
drant.rental, 
$1.3,688 was 
collected 
The other revenues were from 
mis- 
cellaneous sources. 
The cost of Steam power operation 
at the plant for the year was $8,317, 
according to the report; electric pow- 
er pumping was $5,049. The balance 
of the expenditures was for miscellan- 
eous items. 
The total assets of the department 
according to the, trial balance, given in 
the report, are $402,965.68.
